ease. 
Victor H. Ries, professor of flori­ 
culture and director of the Ohio Vic­ 
tory garden program, said garden­ 
ers should determ ine w hether bugs 
are leaf chewers or sap suckers be­ 
fore proceeding with a cure. 
Insects th a t are actually eating 
the plants, 
like 
caterpillars 
and 
worms, are easy to control by put­ 
ting on arsenate of lead or calcium 
arsenate, he said. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, p lant lice which do not eat 
the plant but suck its juices, are 
not bothered by such poisons, so 
they m ust be killed by a so-called 
“contact” spray. 
Nicotine, 
a 
highly-concentrated 
tobacco Juice, m any brands of which 


ire available, is best for this treat- 
nent, he declared. 
Rles warned, however, th at it is 
not practical to mix rotenone dust 
‘.o use as a spray, since It would 
have to be so thick it would not 
pass through the equipment if It 
vere made lethal strength. Bet- 
'e r to put it on as a dust, he ad­ 
vised. 
For black beetles th at chew up as­ 
ters and dahlias he advised a dust 
or spray m aterial containing flour- 
ine. 
These sprays not only kill the in­ 
sect when he eats them , but they 
bother his feet. Ries said. W hen he 
licks his irritated toes he swallows 
the poison and becomes another 
dead bug.

To save 
lives, 
inju ries, 
property damage and the loss of 
food, the National Safety Cou ncil 
makes the following recommenda­ 
tions: 
1. Do not u se the oven canning 
method. 
2 Use standard glass containers 
free from flaws or chipped edges. 
3. Follow latest directions from 
au thoritative sou rces. Check equ ip­ 
ment and follow directions on equ ip­ 
ment. 
4. Sterilize glass lids and jars 
and keep hot u ntil filled. 
5. Do not pack jars too solidly, 
bu t allow for expansion of foods 
and liqu ids. 
6. Use tongs to transfer hot jars 
and lids. 
7. Keep jars from su dden chill. 
8. 
Arrange jars in canner to 
permit circu lation of steam or hit 
water. 
9 .—Place hot jars on wood or lino­ 
leu m su rface to tighten caps.
